Scieiitiflc. ' 

Ladies returning from the country 
may be interested to know that, accord- 
ing to the Pharni-Zeituiig, a wa.sh of 
equal pifrt.s of lactic ncid and glytorine 
is an eflectual and barinlesa application 
for "inoili" and freckles. 

M. Paul Oharperi'tier has comniuni- 
Gated to tho Academy of Science of 
Paris an account of a specimen of pin« 
found imbedded in a glacier at an alti- 
tude of 2,175 lueti-es. This ia considerA- 
bly above tho pre.sent zone of the pine 
in J.his region. 

On Juno IPth M. G. Tissandler and 
M. J. JJuconi made an accent in a bal- 
loon in Paris for the purpose of making 
testa in aerial phologranhy. They ob- 
tained aomo e.xci-lli'iit phoiographa at 
elevationa ranyiui; from G05 to 1,100 
metres. 

Regarding the emisaion of carbonic 
aoid and the absorption of oxygon by 
leaves kept in darkness, Deherain and 

Maquenno obaervc that in Eiionyinnis 
japonicH, the plant selected for experi- 
ment, the carbonic acid ^iven otl ex- 
tepda the oxygen absorbed. 

Tho eminent bolani.st. Dr. CamioUe, 
set the age of an elm at 335 years. The 
ages of some pilins have been set down 
at from GOO 10 700 years, that of nn 
olive tree at 700, that of a plane tree 
at 720, of a cedar at 800, of an oak at 
1,500, of a yew at 2,830 and of a bao- 
bab tree at 5,000. 

An English geologist thinks he has 
found evidence that the Mediterranean 
was at one time shut ofl" from the At- 
lantic; that it was divided into tsvo dis- 
tinct basins by a strip of land extend- 
ing from Italy to Africp, and that most 
of its islands, notably Sicily and Malta, 
were connected with the mainland. 

In the manufacture of gunpowder 
Nordenfelt proposes to dissolve the sul- 
[)hur in carbon disulidiido, to incortior- 
ate it with celluiose reduced to an im- 
palpable powder, employing; that in- 
stead of charc(jal, and, hniiily to add 
the saltpetre as a saturated solution. 
During the process of desiccafion tho 
mass has to be frequently stirred to 
prevent the formation of crystals. 

M. L. Forquignon, iti tho Corii]itos 
Rendua, states that from experiments 
on heating cast iron in vacuum to a 
temperature of from 'JOO c. 1000 c. for 
several days without midting, he (inds 
that the metal becomes malleable and 
its surface uniformly black and dotted 
u ith black grains of amorphous grap 
litie, the formation of carburet of iron, 
or plumbago, being a function of the 
temperature. 

Dr. Maddo.x, of the Ptoyal Microsco- 
pical Society, London, says he has been 
continuing his intereating e.xpnriinents 
of feeding insectfi with bacilli. He fed 
both the was]) and tlit? blow fly with an- 
thrax bncillus, and they lived on for a 
considerable time until a hot day, when 
the thermometer rose to ISG dug. li^ah- 
ren4ieit in the sun, when they suc- 
cumbed to what peemed to be heat as- 
phyxia and not apiiareiitly to the ef- 
fecta of the bacillus. 

From careful researehes in llus.sia, 
Kowalewaki has fouiitl that cereals 
grow faster in the north than in the 
south. For instance, oats and sjiring 
wheat take 123 days and barley 110 to 
ripen about the southern provinces of 
Kberson, and only ninety-eight, eighty- 
eight and ninety-eight da\H at Ark- 
hangeiali in tlic norih. The intermedi- 
ate reniona show iiiteniiediate difl'er- 
ences. The cause is the greater length 
of the daily exposure to sunlight in tho 
high latitudes. 

"It IB customary," says the Suienti- 
fio American, "to use ammonia for the 
purpose of neutralizing acids that have 
accidentally or otherwise destroyed the 
color of fabrics. This must be, applied 
imineuiutely or the color ia usually im- 
'periectly restored. After careful use an 
application of chloroform will bring 
out the colors as well as ever. Pluah 
goods and all articles dyed with aniline 
colors, faded from exiiosuro to light, 
will look as l)right as i;ver after «pong- 
ing with chloroform. The commercial 
chloroform will answer tho purpose 
very well." 

While'malaria belongs chiefly to low 
lying diatrictB, it may, under favorable 
conditions, exist at great elevations. 
On the Tuscan Ajiennines it is found 
a height of 1,100 feet above the sea 
level on the Pyrenees and Mexican 
OordlUeras 6,000 feet, on the Himalay- 
as 5,400 feet, on the Island of Ceylon 
6,500 feet, and on the Andes 11,000 
f»et. Under ordinary circumstancna, 
lios'/ever, a certain moderate altitude 
airorda immunity from malaria. The 
elevations of entire security is not nos- 
itivelj'- known, but has been approxim- 
ated as follows: In Italy 400 to 500 
feet, in Oalifornia 1,000 feet, in tho 
Appalachian chian of the United States 
3,000 feet, in the West Indies 1,-100 
to 1,800 feel, in India 2,000 feet. In 
any of these regions malaria may drift 
up ravines to an indetiuiteheigbt.

"WHO IS JtlGJJT?" 

Under this heading an esteomed city 
contemporary compares his report of the 
provincial secretary's remurka in the 
iiousQ with' tho eviduiiCQ of Mr. Vi'm. 
Power in tho aupromo court during the 
progress of llio suit of Saywurd vs. Du- 
pbnt. With all duo con.iideratiup for our 
contemporary's repqrt of Mr. liobson's 
remarks trom which he quotes we would 
remind him that it occupied only three 
and a half inches in his columns, while 
The Colonist's report of tho mmo speech 
occupied 20i inches in this journal. Our 
contemporary says: "Amonna't the wit- 
nesses who were called was. Mr. I'ower 
who stated in his evidence oonceriiing the 
Ooal Harbor and Enelish Bay land specu- 
lation as follows: — 'Upon certain state- 
ment.s made to me hy plaintiff, I was in- 
duced to advance a sum of mouoy to him 
which in conjunction with a similar 
amount of his own hoadvan9ed to defend- 
ant. Two representations mads to mo 
were, first, that the terminus of the C. P. 
B. would take half the land at eost and 
as a clincher, that Mr. Smithe and Mr, 
Robson had an intoreat in the mill prop 
erty.'" Turning to the roport of Mr. 
Robson's speecii wu find lluit gentlemiui 
say ins;: 

"He would take tho opportunity of 
Btatini; further that ho did not own any 
interest m what was commonly known as 
the 'Hastings mill property,' as ho felt 
thai hu imu'iit l>i' ill a faUo pusition in 
respect to any doiUiiigs liable lo arise be- 
tween the owners and the govornmeut 
about ex'enaion of lease " 

Tho public will observe that Mr. Power 
made Jio aeseri ion of his own knowledge; 
the issue, therefure, as to veracity is not 
between him and Mr. Power, as our con- 
temporary (we h" pe iftn'^gprtKn tly) puts it. 

LEXGTUJSS1.\G Tllbl VltYDOCK. 

The Tacoma Leds^or siiya: ".4.fter vast 
expenditure hy the British' Columbian 
and Dominion (jovernments on the un 
completed drydock at Et-quimalt, it has at 
last been discovered thut; tho structuro 
will bo too short to accotnmndato the 
larger vessels intunded to be run by tho 
Canadian Pacific company between Bur- 
rard Tnlet and Victoria, and Jlaniigor 
Van Home fears it will be too Ute now 
to have it altered The builders (if the 
Tacoma drydock should see that it is con- 
structed on a scale of magnitude equal to 
any in lh« world, as the largest class of 
ships will be built here, and tuke cargoes 
from Paget Sound. As soua<as the' Cas- 
cade dii^ision is completed a drydock at 
Tacoma lyill be a necessity." If it should 
be decided to lengthen the Esquimalt dry- 
dook to meet the requirements of the 
modern built ships that will bo employed 
in the Oriental trade tliero will bo no 
necessity for a dock at Tacoma or any- 
where else on Pugel Sound. The largest 
olasB of vessels when requiring tj be 
.docked can be acuoramndated at Esqui- 
malt, The danger is that the government 
at Ottawa may not recjpguize the necessity 
of enlarging tho Esquimalt duck until too 
late — that is, until after T^iconia or some 
other Puget Sound port shall have boon 
compelled, in comiequenue of ihesmallneaa 
of the Esquimalt dock tu provide itself 
with a dock of auflicieiit dimensions. The 
loss of buaineaa to the Estiuiinalt dock, if 
a rival dock should bo built on Puguti 
Sound, would bo a serious affair. It ia 
to be hoped that the public works depart- 
ment will decide to lengthen before the 
favorable opportunity shall have bean lost 
forever. 

GOVEHNMjJNT "PAP," 

An evening contemporary takes The Colo- 
nist to task for having inserted a letter in 
which occurred a sentence throwing a doubt 
on tho pro.spective valuo of inlet property — 
Ray a few yearn henno, — and arguus thuro- 
from that as TheColonisi is in tho enjoyment 
of goverumont patronage it has no liglit 
to express a single iudepeiuleut thought. 
Such, doubtless, would be the course of 
onr contemporary under similar circuui- 
Btances; but, as has been frequently 
stated in these columns, The Colonist, 
in accepting government patronage, 
was not required to pledgu itself to give 
an unoimditional support to tho niiiiialry. 
No pledge or privilege of any kind was 
exacted. It w:is understood that The 
Colonist was in accord with the govern- 
ment on the leading topics that agitated 
political parties four years ago. The 
measure that secured the country tho 
Island railway and the drydock, and 
caused the opening of tiie iniiinlaiid rail- 
way bolt to settlors at one dollar an 
acre, was wise and benotioial; wo 
may even say statesmanlike. That on 
minor questions we have sometimes had 
occasion to differ with the ministry is 
true, and our contemporary in alluding to 
that fact has paid us an unintentiunui 
compliment. It shows that the govern- 
xa&ut neither expect nur do tlu.-y receive a 
slavish 8unp-irt from 77ie Colonist in spite 
of tho patronage. I'his was the under- 
standiiiK upon whicti we accepted the ad- 
vertising, aud it IS the uuderstauding ou 
which we continu e to r eceive it. 

TBE TOWAGE QUESTION-. 

A correspoDrtHut in a letter in to-day's 
issue again very sensibly brings forward 
the towage grievance; He asserts the fact, 
which he ia prepared to prove by figures 
and data, that from S5000 to $0000 month- 
ly is lost to pilots aud owners of tugs in 
this province through the one-sided compe- 
tition with Amerioan tugs. The latter may 
pick a vessel up in the straits and tow it to 
any British Columbia or Puget Sound port 
•without coming in conlliet with any towage 
rights of Canada, whoreus on tho other 
hand Canadian tngs must content tbcru- 
selveawith the portion of Victoria, Nauuimo 
orBurrardlnlet shipiiing that may happen to 
fall to their lot. This is most unjust, aud 
as there is no probability of the aamo privi- 
leges being extended to Canadian tugs in

It is a question that has frequently 
been adverted to in thesi; columns, and the 
facts are too well known to require elabora- 
tion. The Dominion members should take 
tho question iu baud and make tho attempt 
to soouro the means of diverting to the 
province tku large sum that annually is di- 
vided with American.' tug owners,, who cou-

The One-Sidled Towage Laws. 

To xnu Editou: — Having noticed at 
various times iu your valuable paper let- 
ters touching on the towage question in 
British Columbia waters, I would like to 
show the people of British Oulumbia — 
more particularly those of Victoria and 
Nanaimo — the grievous wrong done these 
communities by the laws governing mari- 
time matters iu British Columbia; I 
refer more particularly to the towage 
buaineaa. How is it that an American 
towboat can pick up a vessel and tow her 
to any place iu British Columbia, thereby 
injuring this community to tho amount of 
about ?5000 per month? I am prepared 
to gi^e dates and figures for tho above 
amounts being paid to American towboats 
for ships towed by them to porta in Brit- 
iah Columbia. Why should thia bo su! 
What are our representatives thinking 
about when thoy allow such a gross in- 
justico lo bo conimittedi 

Now, sir, I suppose that you are aware 
that if a British Columbia towboat attemps 
to tow a vessel to any place above Por 
Towusend on Puget Sound waters it is lia- 
ble to be confiscated. I am awaro of one 
case, that of the steamer .-Mo.'vander, whoso 
master some six years ago engaged to tow 
a vessel from outside Cape Flattery to Se- 
attle. Ou renchiug PortTovvnsond she was 
seized by tho customs authorities there, and 
could uot again leave without giving bonds 
for $800, pending tho decision of tho treas- 
ury department at Washington ou the mat- 
ter, aud consequently lo.st her towage. 
Within the last few months there have beou 
several vessels wishing to bo towed from 
this province to places on Puget Sound by 
British Columbia towboftts, but had to re- 
fuse all eugagomeuts of that nature, simply 
because our towboats are not allowed to 
pass Port Towusend, although .-Vnierican 
towboats can do pretty much as they like in 
our waters, to the great injury of a number 
of people on this side ol the lino. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I ask you if it is 
not high time that something should be 
duuD tu put a stop to tilts Injustice un tho 
people of British Oulumbia. If tho gov- 
ernment at Waahiiigtuii persists in pro- 
hibiting our towboata from towing in 
American waters, I say, au'ain, it is nigh 
time that tiiti Doiniiiiun governmuui 
Bbuuld take stops to atop Americ.iu tow- 
buitts from towing in British Culuiubia 
waters. We, on this aidu of the line, are 
nut afraid uf fair competition, but when 
it comes to taking $5,000 or §0.000 per 
month out of tho pockota of the people 
of this province and putting it into tho 
pockets of our American cuuaina, which 
rightly belongs to our own people, iigaiii 
I say It is high time it was put a utop to. 
Unless we are protected in thia matter we 
will be compelled to tie our towboata up, 
for we will bo unable to compete with 
towboats who can tow vossuls and are 
allowed to indi.scrimina'.ely lo tow them 
to any part of Britiali Columbia. In 
addition to the exclusive right uf all 
the towing on Puget Sound. While the 
towboats belonging to thio side have to 
be content with the towiug of any atray 
vessels that they nm^ be lucky enough in 
picking up, who are bound to Victoria, 
Nanaimp, Departure Bay or Burrard In- 
let. 

Hoping the above wiU catch the eye of 
some of our members to Ottawa and that 
they will endeavor to right this long 
standing grievance,

AUTUMN ASSIZES.. .;-i£v. 

'rhe Judge's Charge tu the 
CJrund Jury. 

The holding of the autumn assizes com- 
menced in the supreme court yesterday at 
11 a, ni., before Justices Gray and Grease, 

Justice Gray presiding. 

Tho following comprised the grand 
jury: C. W. K. Thomson (foreman), 
Percival Brown, F. S. Barnard, P. J. 
Leach, R. Harvey, T. N. Hibben, T. H. 
Tye, A. B. Gray, W. Dalby, T. A. Collier, 
J. R. Mitchell, 0. Kent, J. Teague, A. A. 
Green, W. I'Msher, H. E. Oroasdaile. 

In opening his charge to tho Rrand jury 
Ilia lurdsh'ip said that tho docket was an 
e.Kceptionally heavy ono,* and embraced 
almost every page of crime with which he 
was familiar. There would be probably 
fifty cases to come before them, there be- 
ing at'preaont about forty, some of whom 
could bo rapidly disposed of. There were 
many cases of violence against tho person 
and certain offences which had not been so 
common in the community. The ovidenoo 
in the cases of larceny against Hampton, 
Dixon and McEwen was, prima facie, 
strong enough to send them before a petty 
jury. Two prisoners. Do Long and Hon- 
dola, uiilawfui entry, ahould also be tried 
by a potty jury. The case against James 
Smith, charged with robbery, waa strong 
enough to put him on his trial; also the 
case uf James Wallace for stealing. Tho 
case of Emerson Bobson, of stealing, 
evidenced the presence of some of a cer- 
tain class of sharpers to whom the city 
had hitherto been somewhat unaccua- 
tomod. Tho charge against Wil- 
liam Nicholson of robbery from 
the person was a serious one. Tho prii- 
ouer was a hack-driver, and tho use of 
these public vehicles was now such a 
necessity aa to require the vindication of 
the hack drivers generally, who, aa a body, 
were respectable iind tri:3tworthy , and for 
this reason ho oallod the jury'ii "s-^ouial 
attention to the case. Tho case of Robert 
Miller showed that when peraons entered 
saloons it was morally incumbent upon 
the aalocn keepers to Bxertiome protective 
iiiHuenoe over those who were on their 
promiiea in a state of intoxication. Iu 
this, aa in many other cases, tho person 
robbod wai very drunk, but such served 
as no oxeuao for offendora who took ad- 
vantage uf that fact. The evidence auaiiist 
0. Siitt'ern and Thoa. Martin, unlawful 
entry and stealing, ai<d Thayer, alias 
Coagrove, of assault aud stealing, was 
strong enough to send them belore a petty 
jury. Tho charge against Albert Elliott 
and Albert D.ivie, feloniously stealing, 
was aggravated by forgery. The pharge 
nguiuat John fllorice, of stealing by break- 
ing freight and taking therefrom half a 
pint of whiskey and afterwards saying it 
waa for some one else, would rest upon 
whether prisoner's statommit waa bona 
fide. Upon this presumption might rest 
tho pusaiblo alteration in tho form of tho 
charge. The cases of Alfred Townsond 
and the two EloUoways showed how rapid- 
ly crime progressed when unchecked in 
youth. Their oases were also ones for a 
potty jiiry.' In the case of E. LoClaire 
aud Robert Marwiok, his lordship was 
unable tu instruct, because tho deposi- 
tions taken against the prisonora were 
positively unreadable. The condition of 
the dopuaitions was a serious matter for 
tho prisoners, who wore entitlyti tuiiispoot 
thoni; and possibly produce them in re- 
buttal of further evidence given , How 
could this be done when depositions wore 
ill such a slate — scribbled, interlined aud 
cramped in such a way as to inferthe gov- 
ernment begrudged the police court the 
use of paper. Other oases requiring no ape- 
cinl comment were briefly alluded to by his 
lordship. Another Ciae of a difioront 
character was that of F. M. Yorke, 
charged with feloniously attempting to 
raviah ono Joaophino Pettingill, The 
particulara of tho ca^e were very unpleas- 
ant and very discreditable to the person 
charged. If the jury could come to the 
conclusion that tho charge was really 
made, tho fact that when the prosecutrix's 
husband roturned aud failed to lay tho 
charge until aome time afterwards would 
make no difference in the charge itaijlf: 
but a certain deliberation in laying tho 
charge as contrasted with the instant 
action taken in inony similar c;isea would 
weii,'h witli tiiH strand jury. Tho charge, 
a.-f he had beforu remarked, was a very 
seriuus ono, and being so, it waa a chargo 
which pers 'iis ahould be chary of laying, 
because it was ono very easy to make but 
very hard to refute. Still there was evi- 
dence enough to . put the pris- 
oner on his trial. Tho case of 
Robert K. Sproulo waa tho only case 
going before the jury in which a 
prisoner's life was at stake. The charge 
was murdA: and the evidence circumstan- 
tial, but that evidotioe was oonclusi-ve 
ono'jgh tu put the prisoner upon his trial. 
The murdered nian, Hammill, conceiving 
himself legally entitled to an inturest in 
a certain inino went to work in it. It 
secma that the prisoner claimed the 
ownership of the mine j^iid was, un the 
morning uf tho murder, in the vicinity. 
It was also distinctly shown that in the 
dispute but ween the two, prisoner had re- 
peatedly tlireatuned to fix Hammill if ho 
worked on the cl.iiin. A rifle shot waa 
heartl on tho morning cjf tho crime, and 
one witness found the murdered man juat 
in the act of dying. Suspiciun at once 
fell u;)»n Sproule, who was pursued and 
cH[)tured in the woods with a rifle in his 
posaepsii.n, luiving unmistakably fled from 
the vicinity of tlie murder. His lordship 
having pointed out the requirements for 
!i conviction upon circumstantial evidence 
only, passed on to the Chinese cases 
which, he said, would be tried last, that 
is, those cases arising out of disputes 
amoiif^st Chinese themselves. In the case 
of Com Yow, if it could be proved that 
tho King Tye firm had invested the 
prisoner with authority to sign their name 
to their notes his doing so in a case fur 
his private ends might not be forgery, 
though il might be u breach of trust, and 
being ao the amount advanced on tho 
note would bo recoverable from the King 
Tye Comi>aiiy, and a differently formu- 
lated charge brought against the prisoner, 
I he chargo of embezzlement against the 
prisoner should go before a petty jury. 
In closing his charge his lordship le- 
ininded the jury not to consider them- 
selves discharged after finding upon tho 
caeos that wore then laid before them. 

The court then adjourned until 2:15 
p.m.

t^iuinniety, on remand from the last 
assizes, charged with murder. The 
deputy attorney-general stated that dur- 
ing the lust assizes when the witnesses for 
the prosecution had given their evidence 
the attorney-genoral had entered a nolle 
jirosi'.qui, and since that time no further 
evidence hud been obtained. He there- 
fore asked that prisoner be discharged, 
a course te which his lordship consented. 

TRUE BILIiS. 

The grand jury came in at 3:15 p.m. 
with the following true hills against; T. 
McEwen (stealing); J. W. Nettleton 
(arson and two assaults); T. Hampton 
(stealing); Jl. Dixon (stealing.) 



ASSAULT. 

J. W. Nettleton, charged with assault 
on Officer Shappard, pleaded guilty, uot 
knowing he was a constable. The crown 
being willing to accept this statement 
without attempt at rebuttal, the case was 
remanded for sentence. 

Before retiring the grand jury were in- 
formed by his lordship that the reasons 
for sending witnesses and depositions in 
the Baird murder case before them at tbat 
early date was that a bill might be found 
at once, if tho jury cania to the conclu- 
sion that a bill bhould be found. Having 
touched upon the particulars of the mur- 
der his lordship requested they would re- 
turn a finding as soon as possible for the 
dual purpose of aiding Kelly's extra- 
dition and of allowing the witnesses who 
came from a great distance to return to 
their homes, 

AUSO.V. 

J. W. Nettleton, charged with attempt- 
ing to set fire to the common jail, pleaded 

"not guilty." 

The deputy attorney-general in open- 
ing the case stated tho attempt was com- 
prised in tho prisoner having set fire, when 
confined in a coll in the Victoria jail, to 
his waistcoat and placing it against the 
wall of the cell. Evidence would be given 
to show the prisoner had previously 
threatened to set fire to the jail. Ho 
was drunk at the time, butthe jury would 
remombor that drunkenness was no ex- 
tenuation of crime. 

Jailor Muldoon testiGed substantially 
to the above effect. The prisoner asked 
the witness questions very freely, but 
failed to shake his evidence. 

— McCloy, another guard, and officer 
Sheppiird gave corroborative testimony. 

Thu Btatoment of the prisoner when in 
tho police court that he know nothing of 
the occurrence »nd waa drunk at the time, 
waa handed in. 

Priaonor, in defence, stated ha was put 
into the cell which was in a dirty aon- 
diiion and called for water tu wash his 
hands. He noticed his veat was on fire — 
it was smouldering not blazing — and call- 
ed to thu jailer for water to put it out. 
He never set tire to it himself, it must 
have caught fire from his pipe. 

His liirdahip having enumerated the 
law bea.dni; upon the i ff.inoa ua churged 
B»id the point f^'r the jury to determine 
waa whether the pns inur «ot fire to the 
vest with the inteuinui uf burning the 
building. It was notioeable ihat the prisim- 
er who whed first charged said he couldn't 
remember anything, could now recall the 
circumstances very clearly. 

The jury then retired returning shortly 
before six with a verdict of guilty, with a 
facommendatioii to mercy. 

tjia lordship, in reply, said tho recom- 
mendation would be duly considered. 

AS.SAULT WITH INTENT. 

J. W. Nottletow charged with having 
assaulted Frank Van Uurst with a razor. 
Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Frank Van Horst, sworn — I am pro- 
j^rietor of the lunch counter in the Gor- 
mania saloon. On the 4th November be- 
tween 10 and 11 at night priaonor came 
in; he used foul language and the pro- 
prietor walked with him to tho door to see 
him out; I beard prisoner say something 
about cutting somebody's heart out, and 
the proprietor came running back follow- 
ed by the prisoner; I wont to tho door 
and whistled for the police, when tho 
prisoner came running out of the bar 
and after mo; the proprietor called out, 
"He has a raiior." Prisoner shouted out 
he would out my inside out. I ran across 
the street and in my hurry fell, being 
terribly scared, Prisoner fell upon mo, 
and I heard tho razor clink against the 
sidewalk aa I grasped his wrist to ward off 
tho blow. Hethenture himself loose and 
ran away. In the police court, in the 
arst instance, prisoner had pleaded guilty, 
but subsequently withdrew the statement. 
(To prisoner)- You did not out mo becadse 
you did not get the chance. I was run- 
niuij away when you fell on top of me. 

In answer to tho foreman of the jury 
his lordship explained that the prisoner 
had pleaded not guilty on both counts, 
viz., assault with grievous intent and 
assault with intent to murder. The ad- 
mission of the prisoner to the lessor count 
when in the police court was withdrawn 
aftorwarda, practioiUy, if in not, so many 
words, aud tho prisoner was now fairly on 
his trial on a plea of not guilty of either 
chargo. 

Michael Young deposed having seen a 
man run paat his restaurant with some- 
thing in hia hand. Ha was afterwards 
stopped at tho Pritchard House. The 
struggle with Van Horst did not take 
place from the time I first saw the man. 
I could uot swear the prisoner to be the 
man I saw running. 

H. F. Sieward deposed to having seen 
the prisoner open tho razor and run after 
Van Horst who dodged round a barber 
pole and then across the Street where ho 
slipped and prisoner got on top of him 
brandiiihing a razor. 

His lordship, in summing up, said there 
were circumstances which'showed that 
tho prisoner mu-it havo been considerably 
drunk. Whether the soulile sobered him 
at all, ho did not know but it waa certain 
that he waa aftorwarda scon running in a 
very lively manner. Prisoner did not 
seem to havo cut Van Hurst, who, by 
struggling, had prevented himself from 
being injured, but that did not alter the 
seriousness of the charge. Mr. Young, 
who deposed to the raon running by 
with something in his hand which 
Young would not swear was a razor, and 
very properly too, because if he had his 
lordship would have been inclined to 
doubt the whole of his testimony, as it 
was manifestly impossible to identify such 
an article under the particular circum- 
stance.'!. Uuwover much it was to be re- 
gretted, his lordship thought tho charge 
had been fully proven. The jury would 
bear in mind that being in liquor would 
not justify a perann in committing a fel- 
ony; for if that were allowed as an excuse 
no ono in the community would be safe. 
Tho evidence was clear, connected and 
unshaken in any way, and ho thoucht that 
the jury would uot bo long in arriving at 
a verdict. 

The jury retired at p. m., and return- 
ing at 7 p. m. found a verdict of "guilty." 

TRUE BILLS. 

The grand jury also found true bills 
against F. M. Yorka, criminal asiault; 
William and Frank HoUoway and Alfred 
Townsend, feloniously stealing; B. E. 
Sproule, murder; Edward Kelly, murder. 

VELONIODSLY STEALING. 

Frank Holluway and Alfred Townsend, 
charged with feloniously stealing. The 
former pleaded "Not guilty," while the 
latter pleaded "Guilty.^" 

Alfred Towusend and William Hollo- 
way, charged with feloniously stealing 
from the house of J. K. Worsfold, plead- 
ed guilty. 

The court then adjourtied at 6.30 p. m. 
till to-day (Tuesday) at 11 a. m. 

Qrand jurors will not be required to at- 
tend until to-morrow Wednesday at 11 
a. m.

INTjEKNATIORTAJL INVEN- 
TIONS EXHIBITION, 
LONDON. 



StciiiWHy & Sous Carry OflT the 
HlKhcst Honors. 

\Thi3 very inqiortant exhibition, which 
oi)oh<d May 1, LSSn, was ollicially closed 
by thol'riuce of Wales on Monday, Novom- 
b-arO, 1885. 

There was an unusually large display of 
grand and upright pianofortes, nearly every 
European manufacturer of celebrity being 
represented and, with few isolated excep- 
tions, competing for awards. 

For the first time in the history of world's 
fairs Qot a single square piano was exhib- 
ited, except as a relic of bygone times. Tho 
awards in all departments of the exhibition 
(except in division II., musical instruments, 
pianofortes, music, etc.) were published in 
August last, and the jury in said division 
11., consisting of twenty-seven well known 
gentlemen of high standing, subdivided in- 
to three sections of nine jurors each, ono 
section for pianofortes, one for violins, 
etc., and one for organs, etc., were kept 
busy deliberating after the summer recess 
until a few weeks ago, owing (o the unusmil- 
ly great uumber of .exhibits of musical in- 
struments and tho large p?icentage of su- 
perior instruments entered for competition. 
On the Ith of November the llnal awards 
in division II. were ollicially gazetted, and 
we learn from the cablegram of iui; .\sso- 
ciuted Press, as well as private dispatches, 
that the jury granted the highest award in 
their power to St(;iuway it Sous, of N'ew 
Vork, as follows: "Gold medal awarded 
to Steiuway Sc Sous for gravid and upright 
piouos for general excellence and several 
useful and meritorious inventions." No 
other exhibitor received a special encomium 
or mention of inventions or improvements 
in piuuofortes whatsoever. 

B. C. Itoiird of Tru<le. 

The sixth annual report of the ii. 0. 
Board of Trade just issued contains an 
oxhauativo account of that body's action 
on all subjects affecting the commercial 
interests of this province. In allusion to 
harbor improveinents luontion ia made of 
the vote on the Dominion estimates of 
37,500 and a possible supplementary 
vote of ^,000 for tho removal of. the 
Dredger rock in Victoria rock. Active 
enquiry into a certain complaint that the 
salmon hatchery was not being properly 
attended to, and the forwarding of the 
particulars to tho deputy minister of fish- 
eries, showed that the board was fully 
alive to the importance of this subject. In 
regard to the important matter of coast 
defences and the vote of §00,000 for Bat- 
tery C. of Canadian artillery, the minister 
of militia had sent an assurance that Col. 
Holmes' reoommundation to char!ge 
tho location from Vancouver la- 
land to Coal Harbor would not 
be acted ujiou until a thorough personal iu- 
vcstigation had been made by tho said min- 
ister and General Middlotou. Tho neces- 
sity for an insolvency act providing'for the 
better distribution of bankrupt assets has 
been fully recognized, and the Montreal 
board of trade, which has taken an active 
interest in this i[ncstioi , has so ropresunti;d 
tho necessity that it is liighly probable the 
remedy will be provided in the passage 
next session of the dominion commons of 
an act to meet the ease. Mention is made 
of the erection of the quarantine hospital, 
and also' that the straits c;d)le lately laid 
from Clover point to Dungeuess, so far as 
benefits and facilities for trade and oom- 
merco are concerned, is entirely unreliable. 
Matters of lesser importance are alluded to, 
and profuse appendices of customs and 
other relevant statistics given. Tbe board 
starts out on its seventh year with $1919.-17 
as the sum of its total assets.

FROin COWICHAN LAKE. 

Discovery of Rich Gold aii<1 
Galcnu Ore. 



Coun. W. A. Robertaon and Mr. C. 
Blackelt returned on the Amelia Sunday 
morning from a proapocting tour to Cow- 
ichan lake. The veteran (.rospectora 
drove an express wagon from Cowichan 
wharf direct to the lake, over tho road, 
the first express wagon that has ever 
passed over it. Coun. Robertson says 
that the ainuositiea of the road are some - 
what remarkable. They have been away 
about three weeka, and bring back with 
them aeveral aamplea of 

aOLD quartz and qalrna ore, 
discovered near the summit of tho moun- 
tain, about 2,000 feet above tho level of 
tho latter, dirootly at its head. Samples 
of those have been sent to the ij;overn- 
inoiit assay office. Coun. Robertaon aaya 
that they are both apparently rich. Iron 
ore and black marble exist iu large quan- 
tities beyond the far end of the lake. 

A number of settlers have already lo- 
cated around Cowichan lake and in its 
neighborhood, several of whom are build- 
ing houses and preparing to clear tho 
land for the crops. The land for tho 
most part is heavily timbered. Since the 
incoming of tho whites a number of In- 
dians have located on the lake, and are 
becoming a danger and a nuisance from 
thuir actions. One particularly, named 
Sam, 

tiiueatens to -SHOOT 
any Indian that comes on what ho terms 
his grounds, and also kills deer for their 
skin.i, and says he will leave none for the 
white settlers. The destructive aborigine 
should bo taught to reapeot the laws, and 
ia apparently a subject for the attention 
of the Indian agent. 

Since their previous trip oats have risen 
in price from 5o to 12Jo per sheaf, conse- 
quent on the boom in land locations. 
Farmers state that this will pay moder- 
ately. Oil the return trip the lake had 
overflowed the road and salmon were 
spa^Auing right on the roadway. The 
party did not see 

TUE .SEA-SEUl'ENT, 

reported to frequent the waters of the 
lake. However, doun. Robertaon thinks, 
owing to the high stage of water ho may 
have come down the river to the coast 
fur a change of air and diet. 

Cowichan roads have been very much 
cut up by the heavy loads drawn by rail- 
way construction teams, and in some 
places are almost impassable. 

Closing: the Contract. 

General Superintoiident Haiioy in 
another column advertises that, all om- 
ploy»s on the Onderdonk contract will be 
discharged on December lat, and train 
service by that contractor discontinued. 
The government will operate tha road with 
a weekly train service until it is finally 
taken over by the syndicate, which will 
probably bo next spring, 

Mr. Onderdonk has evidently come to 
a settlement with the governmunt as to 
hia claims for extras. '!l\o valuators for 
the government will begin work in a few 
days, Mr. Reed having arrived yesterday, 
and Mr. Olarko, niaster mechanic of the 
Northern and Northwestern, ia expected 
to-morrow. These gentlemen, with Mr. 
Haney, will determine the value of tho 
rolling stock of tha Onderdonk contract. 
When this has been arrived at, Mr. On- 
derdonk will have severed every connec- 
tion with this province, though thoru will 
still remain the machinery of the work 
shops to be disposed of.

AN OL.D LONDON TBICK. 

Sudse from the Clatcbes ofithe 

Ishmaelites of tbe'^ Strand. 

An American gentleman" wbotn j I 
met the other day, says' the New Yoirk 
Tribuae'a London correspondent, told 
raadf-'KiB narrow escape from being 
robbed'by what I am told is an "otd 
Ldi^don trick." Ho is a criminal judge 
in one of our Southern states; and one 
would suppose that such an official 

. would be on his guard against tricks of 
all kinda He has been in London 
many times before his present vi.sit and 
thought he was pretty familiar with 

• the city and its ways. Let me relate 
his experince in liia own words. 

"1 have been living," he said, "in a 
private hotel in one of the streets lead- 
ing from the Strand to the Thames, not 

'.'far from Temple Bar. It is a conveni- 
ent place to reach, and I found it com- 
fortahle and satisfactory in every way. 
I have been in the habit of goinf; to 
my lodgings at all hours of the day and 
night. I was on my way thither 
through the Strand about 1 o'clookone 
morning, and had almost reached the 
street in which my houil is situated, 
when I saw a woinan not far in front 
of me apparently stumble and fall to 
the sidewalk. She was alone. She cried 
our as if hurt, and I hastened my steps 
and ran to her assistance. I helped her 
get up, but she complained of great 
pain in her ankle, and could hardly 
stand. She began to cry bitterly, and 
said she didn't see how she was to get 
home. I asked her where she lived; she 
named the street, which 1 knew was 
more than a mile away,. I told her that 
she would have to take a cab and that 
I would call one. Still crying and cora- 
planing that she was severely hurt, she 
aaid ...she could not take a cab as she 
had.ho'money to pay for it. My sym- 
pathies were aroused, and I said that 
I would give her enough to pay the 
cab fare. I put ray hand in my pocket 
and pulled out some silver coins. At 
the same time I stepped |oward a gas 
lamp in order to pick out the right 
amount. 

"Quick as a flash of lightning the 
woman seized my wrist, and eome of 
the coins went rattling down on the 
pavement. At this moment three other 
women appeared. I had seen nothing 
of them before. They seized me by the 
arms and around the waist. I instantly 
comprehended the situation. I was the 
victim of a contidence game, and was 
being robbed - or would be in a mo- 
ment unless I made a vigorous resist- 
ance. I had my umbrella in my hand. 
I Btruggled'violently with the four wo- 
men, and at length managed to break 
away from ihem I started on a run at 
full speed for ray hotel, only a few rods 
away. All the women were in hot pur 
suit. You know all those streets run- 
ning from the Strand down to the 
river descend pretty rapidly, and as I 
was going down 1 got under such head- 
way that I could not stop when I 
reached my house, I stopped just be- 
low it, however, and tried to turn, 
when the women seized me again. They 
pounded and kicked me violently, but 
did not get anything out of my pock- 
ets. I used my hands and feet and um- 
brella as best I could, but I am afraid 
they would have :r been more than a 
match for me. 

".6y good fortune, however, while 
the struggle was going on in front of 
my hotel, the door suddenly o|)ened 
and the landlord appeared in it. 1 told 
him I{;ne('ded; help, and be came out. 
The wbiSeii then set upon him; and, 
taking advantage of the opportunity, I 
broke away from them and ran at full 
speed into tlie hotel. 1 found that my 
umbrella wan |!reuy ^latlly used up, 
and niy anus and shins and body were 
sort? for HevKral days. Since then I 
have carried a stout cane whenever I 
am out late at night. 1 never asked 
. the landlord how he came out of the 
tight. I was too glad to. got away my- 
self to bother about him; but 1 fancy 
be suffered little damage. I only lost a 
few shillings." - '
